HILL AND ELKINS GET PERSONAL 


Lively Fight oil the Sundry 'Civil 


Itill Expected iu the House 


Monday. 


'indulged in an acrimonious political do- 
bate today, which developed much per- 
sonal and party feeling and brought on 
two sharp personal exchangee between 
Mr. Hill aiid Mr. ElkiiiB. The contro- 
versy arose over Mr. Hill's motion to 
strike from the pending appropriation 
hill the proposed change of the date of 
assembling of the New Mexico legisla- 
ture from December to May. Mr. Hill 
vigorously denounced the change as a 
"political 
trick" 
which bad 
been 


"aneaked into" this appropriation bill 
in order, ;ia be claimed, to postpone 
the meeting o( the Democratic legisla- 
ture in the hope that a Republican I'resi* 
dent would be elected and the political 
control of the territory changed. Mr, 
Elkina protested 
against the words 


"sneaked in." The exchange between 
the tienatora was very animated but Mr. 
Hill persisted in the use of hie adjec- 
tives. Later Mr. lirice sought to ques- 
tion Mr. Elkina, when the latter brought 
up tbe offensive personal dinpatcb which 
had been sent to Mr. Brice from New 
Mexico. The debate took a wide range, 
Senators Gorman, Faulkner, Cockrell 
and other Democrats taking 'the pro- 
vision as political while Senators Elkine, 
Carter, Cullom and other Kepuhlrcan 
senators defended it.' 


Mr. Cullom sought to table Mr. Hill's 


motion, hut in a motion to tliia effect 
failed, 21 to 29, whereupon Mr. Cullom 
yielded to the Hill motion and the New 
Mexico provision 'was struck out. 


At the close of the day the senate 


passed the legislative appropriation bill, 
carrying $21,500,000. Aside from pro- 
viding tbe usual appropriations, tbe hill 
is important, as effecting a reform of the 
system of compensation 
for United 


States district attorneys and marshals, 
salaries being substituted for fees. ' 


Mr. Morrill of Vermont presented a 


favorable report on the hill proposing 
the purchase of a square opposite the 
east front of tbe capitol lor a supreme 
court building. The legislative appro- 
priation bill was then taken up. The 
pending question was the motion of Mr. 
Sherman to strike out all provisions re- 
lating to tbe chance of compensation 
from fees to salaries for United States 
district attorneys and marshals. 


Mr. Vilna offered a further amend- 


ment proposing a uniform salary of 
$-1000 to district attorneys except tbe 
district of New York, (o he left as at 
present, and giving $6000 for the large 
district of Massachusetts, eastern Penn- 
sylvania, eastern Louisiana, northern 
Illinois and northern California. 


Mr. Allison spoke against the practice 


of placing "riders" on appropriation 
bills, hut lie regarded this reform as ex* 
^optional nnil desirable. 


At the close of the dicuseion Mr.VHne' 


amendment was defeated on a viva voce 
vote. 


A roll call followed on Mr. Sherman's 


amendment and it was defeated, IS to 
HI). 


At tliis point Mr. Hill created BOine- 


tbing oi a sensation. Ho moved to 
strike out 'he provision that the legisla- 
tive assomblv of New Mexico shall meet 
in May. 


"This is a small, mean, contemptible 


trick," e:iid Mr. Hill with groat vigor. 
"His a provision snei\knd into this ap- 
propriation to force the approval of thu 
President." 


The senator went on to explain that 


the present legislature, which was Dem- 
ocratic, would meet in December, 
.lint 


it was attempted by thin amendment to 
put olT the meeting of the legislature 
until May in the hope that a Repub- 
lican President might he inaugurated 
in the meant imp. It wan a contemptible 
trick to "sneak in" a political advantaae. 


"What 
right 
have 
you to say 


'sneak?' " interrupted Mr. tilkina, Re- 
publican of West Virginia. "What au- 
thority have you for such a statement?" 


"Ah," responded Mr. Hill with unc- 


tion, "I thought I would stir up the 
senator from New Mexico. 1 see beside 
him the author of this plan, who on the 
minute ia here to whisper in bis. ear in 
support of it. 
"What T mean by 'sneaked in,' " pro- 


ceeded Mr. Hill, "is that it is unworthy 
that this political trick should he tried 
tn connection with a great appropria- 
tion bill." 


"But the senator has made a serious 


•charge," persisted Mr. Elkins. "Let 
him con One his explanation to tbe as- 
sertion of 'sneaking in ;' what does he 
mean by that?'* 


"I mean that such apolitical plan haf 


no place here. It hay crept in, sneaked 
in. Will the senator deny that this is a 
political fliuemrtncnt?" 


Mr. Elkins responded that tbe house 


of representatives in the exercise of its 
rights had introduced this proposed 
change. 


After further 
acrimonious debate 


Mr. Oullotu, Republican of Illinois, in 
-charge of the bill, explained that tbe 
amendment came from* the house in tbe 
regular way. 


Mr. Carter, Republican of Montana, 


followed in defense of the amendment. 


Mr. Hill answered that he did not 


complain of the presence of the New 
Mexico delegate (Mr. Catron) who sa 
alongside Mr. Carter, hut he did object 
to having that delegate attempt to se- 
cure tins special amend men t. Mr. Hil 
moved to strike out tbe New Mexico 
provision, and he appealed to the Re- 
publican senators to make the striking 
.out unanimous, as the amendment was 
"clearly political." 


Mr. Daniels, Democrat of Virginia 


spoke against the amendment. 


Mr. Klkins defended the proposition 


sayintt the delegate wanted it, and wa 
better qualified to apeak of an amend 
inent "sneaked in ;" was a good author 
Ityon'ft question of tnato. Mr. Elkin 
declared the amendment was not polit: 
cal so far aa be knew. 


At this point another heated persona 


colloquy occurred, Mr. llrico and Mr 
Elkins being the participants. 


"Were you not at one timn deleft 


from New Mexico?" nuked Mr. Bnce 
addressing Mr. Elkins.

Elkins. 


"Did you at that time ever suggest

ENTERED INTO BETWEEN HUS 


SIA AND CHINA. 


Russian Offlcera Will Drill Chinese 


Soldiers— Harbors Open to 


the Czar. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.— The jVort/ 


Clihut Ait/]/ .Vci/vt prints what is said t 
je a translation of a ^secret treaty en 
tared into between Russia and China. 
The treaty allows Kuasia to use any o 
he harbors along the coast of China, to 
mobilize fleets therein, buy coal and 
supplies, recruit forces in Chinese terri- 
tory, buy horees, hire coolies, etc. 
HUH- 


aia is to have the use of Port Arthur as 
a winter harbor, but if complications 
with other powers should arise, Jlussia 
may use any other portion of the coasts 
of Kiongsu and Che Kiang. In return 
Russia is to help China in case of war 
with other powers. Russia will be per- 
mitted to build a branch of the Siberian 
railway through Manchuria, the line to 
be controlled jointly for fifteen veiira hv 
China and Uusaia. At tho end of that 
titna China is to be allowed to purchase 
Russia's share of tho branch road. In 
order to protect this road, Russia will be 
allowed to hold one of tbe islands neai 
Talion Wan. Russia will also be allowei 
to fortity points in Chinese tr-rritnry op 
ponite Valdivostock.

Japan should come to wur Russia if 
given permission to attack Hie western 
frontiers of Corea by way of tbo Yu fl 
river. China will open ber markets tc 
the sale of Russian goods and Uitsaii 
will lend several hundred officers to dril 
about 100,000 Chinese troops.

KEW YOIIK, March 27. — The papers in 


the suit of Marcus Pollasky of Chicago 
against Collis P. Huntington, the Pacific 
improvement Company and the South- 
ern Pacific Company for $374,000, were 
filed today with the clerk of the United 
States court for this district. The liti- 
gation comes within this jurisdiction be- 
cause Pollasky is a citizen of the state of 


of this state, the Pacific Improvement 
/omuany a corporation existing under 
he aws of California, and the Southern 
*acilic Company under the laws of Ken- 
nedy. 
In the beginning of this complaint 


'ollasky claims that on or before Octo- 
befa£, 1892, in tbe city of Fresno in the 
tate 06 California, he was possessed of 
a arge amount of real and pereona 
property, viz. : Clovis town site, worth 
8105; lots near Hushes hotel, Fresno, 
worth $25,000; Pollasky townsite, worth 
33,889; tho Fresno and lleltnont street 
ailway, worth $10,000; Fresno Loan 
and Savings I3ank stock, worth $30,000; 
Coumbia Bank stock, worth $12,000; 
""resuo Land and Improvement Com- 
jany stock, worth $25,000; Chicago, 
Milwaukee and L. S, Telegraph Com- 
>any stock, worth $27,500; ofllco furni- 
uro worth ? liOOO ; horses, carriages, 
tc., worth $2-100. Total, $146,084. 
I'ollasky avers that at the time he was 


ndebted as follows : Ban Joaouin Val- 
ey Railroad Company, $25,000; Fresno, 
le mont and Yosemite street railway, 
1147; Fresno Loan and Savings bank, 
3100 ; right of way commissioners, $500 ;

ind liia associates and 'tho corporation 
on trolled by him and them." • 
The complaint further asaeits that In 


he prosecution of liui utiUirpriett Pol- 
asky jeopardized bis life, imperilled his 
tealth and impoverished himself for the 
loneflt of Huntington. 


It also slates that it was on or about 


October 3, 1802, that I'ollasky entered 
nto an agreement with tbe defendant 
w lerein and whereby the former under- 
ook an-1 agreed to convey to Andrew J. 
Treat the personal property and effects 
nentioned, of which tho complainant 
was then possessed. It is aliened that 
>eat, who was then and for years had 
)cen the confidential clork of Uunting- 
on, without consideration transferred 
ind assigned to the Pad Ik Improve- 
uent Company. 
This property was 


worth, it is claimed, $:!74,000, a^imat 
which there were 'tlio liabilities en- 
imeruled above, amounting to fl2!t,9ol. 
I'tirthcr on tbe complaint Buys : 


"Your orator alleges and e bows that 


10 sooner hud the defendant received 
ii tu hie liHiule thu conveyances men- 
tioned than ho set up a scheme and de- 
vice to deprive your orator of his beno- 
Icial interest in the said propertv, and 
to that end he and bis agents, attorneys 
and servants, selected from the liabili- 
ties mentioned for payment only each 
aa would inure to bin benefit, and totallj 
disregarded tlm spirit and meaning of 
; ie agreement, and refused and still re- 
fuses to pay a large part of the debts 
due by your orator to tho parties 
named."" 


In conclusion I'ollasky's complaint 


says in this lanpueue: 


'The defendant, through the Pacific 


Improvement 
Company, which la a 


creature of said Collis P. Huntington, 
has sold and converted to his own use a 
arge part of the personal property men- 
tioned, and has refused and still refuses 
to account to your orator for any part of 
the property, and your orator on infor- 
mation and belief alleges that the prop- 
erty so sold and con veiled to the uue oi 
the defendant is far in excess of the 
actual amount paid by them in respect 
to the liabilities set forth, and that, if an 
accounting was taken between the said 
defendant and your orator there would 
be due n Inrtiefliim of money and thai 
by the refusal of the defendant to carry 
out his agreement to discharge, acquit 
and pay the liabilities, your orator has 
been put to great expense in the defense 
of divera miita against him by Ms credit- 
ors me:ztioned."| 


It is expected that Collia P. Hunting- 


ton's version of the matter complained 
of by Mr. Pollnflky will roach the United 
States court some time next April.
